Response to Arguments 

1 . Acknowledgement is given to amended claim 1 and new claims 15-20. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks on pages 7-12, filed on June 26, 2008, with 
respect to claims 1-14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1-14 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an image obtaining means moving along X, Y and Z shafts 
by the XYZ shaft transfer means, scanning a grating image by the frequency of N times 
to one side of the measuring object and, at the same time, to the other side of the 
measuring object supported and fixed to the work stage, obtaining the grating image 
changed by the one side of the measuring object by N times, and obtaining the grating 
image changed by the other side of the measuring object by N times as clearly shown, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

And as to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an image obtaining means moving along X, Y and Z shafts 
by the XYZ shaft transfer means, scanning a grating image by the frequency of N times 
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to one side of tlie measuring object and, at the same time, to tlie otiier side of tlie 
measuring object supported and fixed to the work stage, obtaining the grating image 
changed by the one side of the measuring object by N times, and obtaining the grating 
image changed by the other side of the measuring object by N times as clearly shown, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
